Someo towns and town-
ships lave gone demoecratic for the first
time since the presidentinl eloction of 1802,
At Lima the democrats elected Dr, 8§, A,
Baxter, the nelghbor and friend of Sen-
ator Brice, mayor by 300, and the repub-
lieans elected the rest of the elty ticket
and eounecll, At Greenville the democrais
mnde galny, the ticket being dividei.

The address is on the
subject of churell and state, and Is slgned
by Wilford Woodtufl, Qecrge Q. Cannon and
Jokeph M. Sinith, of the firkt presidency; John
Emith, patriarch; eleven of the twelye
apoxties, seven members of the Arst ecouncil
of the weventics, and threa pres'ding bishops
composing all ‘the high cMelaly ¢f the Mormon
churcsh  The address sayve that during the
last politieal  excltemont the presiding
authorities were In pma onres  misunder-
gtond and In others misrepresented.

Continuing, the address saya ln part: "“‘We
wigh to state In the moest pasitive Inngoage
that &t no time bas thers been an attempt
ot even a deslre, (o encronoh upon the rights
uf the state. There has not been, nor s
there, the remotest dekite on our part to do
anything looking to a unlon of choreh and

“In view of occurronces to which reference
tns beon made we feel It our duty to
clenrly define our position, §o there may be
na cause hereafter for diepule.

“We unanimously agree to and promulgate
ag a rule that shonld always be observed in
the chureh and by every leading ofMcial
thereof, that before aceepting any position,
politienl ‘or otherwise, which would Interfere
with the proper and complete discharge of his
eceleslavtical duties, and before accepting a
nomlinetion op enterng into engagements fo
perform new duties, sald cffic'al should apply
to proper authorities and learn from them
whether he can, consistenly with  the
obligations already entered into with the
ehurch upon nssuming hig office, take upon
himself the added dutlés and labors and
responsibilities of the new position. To
malntain proper diselpline and order in the
chireh we deem this absolutely necessary,
and In asgerting this rule, we do not con-
alder thitt we are infeinging In the least de-
grea upon the individual rights of eltizens.

There was abso-
lutelsy no Interference. The two Hotehkiss
guns and thoe six other heavy pleces of ar-
tillery were tnken off, with the ammunition
for them. The ehip, with the remaining
arms and ammunition, was sent to Santiago.
It went around the north shore of the {sland
through the HBahama channel,

The 108 men In the expedition were landed
on tho morning of March 22, They made n
march of forty miles Inland, where they
wera met by General Maces, thus carrying
out the plan to the letter,

It was declded that an attack
made upon Plaar del Rio, which s the
Inrgest inland town and a Bpanlsh strong-
hold. Maceo had onused the report to reach
